“SCULPTOR. 


London, Oct. 12, 


“The death is announced of Sit 
Bertram Mackennal, R.A. : 
Slr Bertram Mackennal,’ the 
famous sculptor, was the son of a 
Scottish sculptor who had scttled 


In Australia, He was born—in{]- 


Melbourne in 1863. After a gue- 
cessful ‘course in the Melbourne 
Gallery he went in 1882 to London, 
where he studied at the British 
Museum and qualified for admis- 
nion to the Royal Academy Schools. 
After some time there he proceeded 
to Paris, where he worked for two 
years, and then-to Italy, where he 
spent 24% yenrs. He acknowledx- 
ed no achool, but was chiefly  in- 
Qucneed by his time in Paria. 


Settling in London, he began his 
long ‘enreer of creative work. In 
his early idealistic productions 
auch os “Circe” and “For she 
sitteth on a seat in the high places 
of the city” there are Idness, 
power of design nnd a sense of the 
dramatic with a keen appreciation 
of elegance of. form. But they 
gave littl: hint of the excellence 
that was to follow, and to bring 
him into the. very front rank of 
British sculptors. : 


In 1889 he returned to Australia 

to carve two relicfs on the facade 
of Parllament House, Melbourne. 
He went to Paris in 1893, but left 
it in 1896 for London ‘where be 
In_ 1905 
he was elected an A.R.A,, being 
the first colonial to be ao honoured, 
and next year wns chosen to deaign 
the coronation medal and the 
coinage of the present reign. 
Hin great pediment fn the Local 
Government Offices ih Whitehall is 
perhaps the finest work of its kind 
n the kingdom. “Diana Wounded" 
bought by the Chantrey Bequest, in 
1910, is a marble nude of extraor- 
rinary grace and beauty, while 
“The Earth and its’ Elements” 
nlso purchased by the Chantrey 
Bequest, revcala a rare poetic 
charm.

Tf a person’ suddenly feels faint 
but hag not already fainted away, 
make him sit down ona chair and 
lower his head well down between 
his knees, Before you do thia any 
tleht wearf or collar round his 
heck must be loosened. 


The effect of this Is to restore 
the circulation to the brain; and 
very frequently this — simplo 
posture will quickly make the 
patient feel quite himaelf again. 
If “sxmelling-salts” are availablo 
these can be applied to the nose. 
When the patient Is fooling better 
a mouthful of brandy or whisky 
in water will often be of additfonal 
Aervice, 


Fainting so often oceura in an 
overheated room: the pationt 
should therefore be helped as goon 
an possible out inte the open ‘or 
into a enoler room of paagsnge 
where there is a jood current of 
fresh air,

BRITAIN AND THE 
CRISIS. 


In face of the world crisis, it is 
becoming gradually understood in 
Britain that business and industry 
can never be aa they have’ been 
before. Change — is needed, 
change will have to come. Failing 
thia, the financial and, economic 
crisis, which the National Govern- 
ment was formed to overcome, will 
be only the firs. of a serics of an- 
nual crises when it come to cnact- 
ing the Budget. Either Britain 
will have to do more business, or its 
Government will have 
plate spending less and less on 
national purposes. Part of the 
nation’s Lroubles, of course, are due 
tu Circumstances over which it has 
had no control. World depression 
is universal, it hits big countries 
and little countries alike. 

In the past, Britain's wealth was 
founded mainly on shipping, In- 
surance business, export trade and 
foreign investments. All of them 
have been hard hit by the world 
depression. In practically  cvery 
port of any importance, oceun-go: 
ing vessels can be seen lying up 
because there is no freight for 
them to carry. Marine and fire 
insurance has also suffered’ much 
from the world slump, and) this 
business, too, formerly brought 
much money to London and Liver- 
pool, It was British money that 
developed countries like the Argen- 
tine and other far-off places, Brit- 
ish money built their railways 
and their electrieal- plant. The 
drop in grain prices has hit the 
Argentine as well as British hold- 
ers of shares in’ companies do- 
ing business there, Finally, there 
is Britain's export trade. Coal, 
textiles nnd steel products have 
been especially affected. Here, it 
must be confessed, not only the

The Cause of Crises. 


Mr. Ramsay MacDonald, who is 
accking almost dictatorial powers 
to rectify Great Britaln’s trade 
balance and avert financial catas- 
trophe, is an illustration of the 
way in which ordinary modes of 
government get theroughly upset 
when finances are’ at a crisis. 
Whenever a Parliament is called 
to handle urgent difficulties of this 
kind, no-one can forecast with any 
accuracy just how things are go- 
ing to turn ott. In England's 
case, the chances are probably 
several hundred to one that the 
old order will survive unchanged. 
But history is full of cases that 
brought in new eras entirely. One 
of the earliest of such cases wus 
furnished by England. itself. The 
disngreement between the King 
and Parliament which wound up 
with -Chnrles, 1 on the  senffold, 
éame into being because of a 
financial crisis.. It started mildly 
enough as a dispute over appro- 
printions for the expensive and in- 
glorious wars in which Charles 
had embroiled the country; it 
ended, some years later, in Oliver 
Cromwell. The French revolu- 
tlon started in the samo way. That 
also began very mildly, French 
finances were in a chaotic condi- 
tion—due partly to France's inter- 
venion in the war for American 
independence. Louis XVI was 
forced to summon the States Gen- 
eral to find a solution. The con- 
fusion that followed did not end 
until Louls had gone to the guil- 
Jotine and Napoleon had arisen to 
vex and rearrange Europe, Those 
are probably the two outstanding 
examples. 
ones. The emergence of most of 
Iurope’s . present-day dictators 
came in just such a manner, al- 
though usually with -Iess violence. 
‘To be sure, the chances that the 
financial crisis in England will re- 
sult in a revolution, or in anything 
even resembling a revolution, are 
microscopic. England’s genius 
for orderly self-government «can 
be counted on to meet almost any

A grent aircraft carricr tes in 
the sunshine at the Poo Tung 
wharf. From the Shanghai side 
of the river sho resembles a maos- 
sive rew of flat topped buildings. 
From her quarterdeck, some’ offi- 
cers are watching the coolics, 
who work in pairs, unlonding cot- 
ton from a lighter. just astern. 
The oir ‘ia full of their weird 
chanting.. Thoy walk jorkily, 
carrying the heavy bales slung 
from bamboo poles which they 
support on pads on thelr naked 
shoulders. 

The white enameled hanger, 
which gapes open on to the quar- 
terdeck, contnins a few 111 D 
spotter-reconnoisaance aircraft 
nnd three single seater fighters. 


All are rigged as flontplanes, and, 


their land wndercarringes are 
stowed overhead among the power- 
ful-electric lamps which illuminate 
the hanger. 

The accond flight of 111 D's has 
They are co-operat- 
ing with the: Army to defend 
Shanghal against the -huge Chin- 
ese host which theatens it. -For 
an ‘acrodrome, they use the race 
course in the middle of the city, 
and are housed in ingentous “mat- 
shed’ hangers. These are com- 
‘posed of a framework of bimboo 
poles, covered over with mata of 
Interwoven palm leaves. _Thoy 
‘are strong, watertight, .and last- 
ing, and were built by native la- 
bour .in’'two or three days.

Tho flight 
commander happens to be a cap- 
tain of Marines, who wears Marine 
uniform, but is also.a flight 
Heutenant R.A.F. One of the ob- 
servers in his flight is a Heutenant 
commander R.N., who is of course, 
senior to him, but under his or- 
ders; It ia n Chinese puzzle 
ftom the West; unworkable ex:

The dang: vhi-h this flight 
faces in flying from the centre of 
a large city where a forced: land- 
ing would be fatal, are no worse 
than those with which the float- 
planes are confronted. Although 
the tortuous river is as wide as 
the Thames at Westminster, it 
bristles with masts of junks, fun- 
nels of steamers, and numerous 
sampans and -forryboats. The

Both flights have to make the 
best of it. It is the boast of the 
Fleet Air Arm that they are vale 
ways ready for anything, any- 
where. The lives and property of 
thousands of British. and other 
forelyners were threatened, and 
the fleet Air Arm had arrived to 
protect them, two months, . ahead 
of the: most mobile R.A.F. 
squadron.
